2. Employees of the Tool and Die 
Department, foremen and setup men 
are paid 10 per cent instead of 20 per 
cent of the direct labor saving for the 
coming year less the cost of installa- 
tion, inasmuch as improvements are 
Considered a part of the work of these 
individuals. 

3. Supervisors are paid nothing for 
Suggestions concerning their own de- 
Partmenis inasmuch as improvements 
Gre considered a part of their job, but 
they are paid 10 per cent of the direct 
labor saving for the coming year on 
Suggestions concerning the work in 
Sther departments. 

4. Suggestions on which a definite 
Saving cannot be shown, such as work- 
ing conditions or quality, are awarded 


from $5.00 to $10.00.

Plomb, as a result of the present changes in the 
capital structure, will shortly have only common stock. 
The book value is approximately $12.00 per share. It is 
currently being sold by security houses over the counter 
at around $8.75 per share. Plomb stock is not listed on 
stock exchanges because of the unnecessary expense 
incidental thereto. Brokers are currently buying the 
stock whenever they can get hold of it at $8.25 a share. 


Occasionally stock changes hands between stock- 
holders and without going through brokers. This is the 
same as when any of you buy and sell merchandise by 
advertising it on the bulletin board. 

There are at present about 365 common stockholders, 
who own aboui 105,400 shares of stock outstanding, or 
an average of about 289 shares per stockholder. 

~ The total number of shares of the seven directors all 
added together amount io only about 46% of the stock. 

Many of you have asked how you can buy stock in 
the company, and is there a stock purchase plan for em- 
ployees? The answer is that there is no regular plan for 
purchase by employees, however, the investment houses 
on Spring Street will be glad to sell any of you Plomb 
stock from one share up. 

Since about $8.75 will buy one complete share and 
give you the same general rights that a stockholder 
would have with many shares, there really is no need for 
any stock purchase plan to be set up to accomplish pur- 
chase of stock for you. Certainly no one would wani io 
make a payment of less than $8.75 at any one time. 

Any of you who wish to purchase stock in the com- 
pany are welcome. S. E. C. prohibits an officer of any 
company to recommend that you do or do not purchase 
stock. Whether you do or not must be your own free 
choice. 

Any of you who do wish to purchase stock may take 
your cash payment to our Treasurer, Mr. R. W. Kerr, who 
will place your order with a broker, or you may place 
your order direct. The stock certificate will be made out 
in your name and mailed to you direct. 

If at any time there are any matters of interest to 
stockholders or others that pertain to the corporate affairs 
of the company, I suggest that you talk to either Personnel 
Director Walter Saint, his assistant, Sherman Miller, Mr.
